I've got Far Too Many of these myself. If anybody's interested I'd sell 
some for $1 each plus $2 postage, in quantities of 1 to 5.

Regarding using small crystals with tubes, I'd expect a 5763 single-tube 
transmitter running at 7.5W input (to get about 5W out) to be pretty gentle 
on them, as long as the feedback and screen voltage were at the minimum 
needed to get the desired output. For a MOPA oscillator I'd look for any 
small high-gain pentode or even the pentode section of a triode/pentode. 
These are mostly TV tubes that nobody wants, and any of them will make an 
excellent oscillator.

No reason you cannot use the ubiquitous PC power supply first stages "as is" 
- just grab the volts before it gets passed on to the switchers. For you 
120 volt countries, it already is a voltage doubler, providing about 340 
volts DC. For us 240 volt countries, it is a straight-through 
rectifier/filter assembly arriving at about the same voltage. Since it is 
unisolated (at that point, at least), pick up an inexpensive isolation 
transformer - these are a lot easier to find than olde-tyme plate 
transformers. 


Travel shops are also great sources for small tube-type transformers. Those 
120/240 "travel transformers" can often be picked up for peanuts - my 85 
watt one, for instance, set me back $2. Just make sure there *is* a 
transformer in there though - there is some weird garbage applying dubious 
electronic principles sold in that industry. 


Re: Back to back filament transformers - it sticks in my mind that the ARRL 
Handbook says we should not do this, due to insufficient inductance in the 

secondaries to do the voltage conversion without large losses. Anyone else 
out there ever hear this, or am I hallucinating [again]?

But the radios were 
designed by two different designers who may used the same RF transistor 
but totally different RF networks. 


If you had a hypothetical RF network analyzer and you did an 
hypothetical analysis (duh,sorry, I am tired) on the antenna port ,you 


could see the differences between the networks. 


If you could calibrate the tuner using a noise bridge and a dummy load 
, you could actually do a investigation on what each radio needs to 
properly load. 


You install the antenna tuner for two reasons 
1) You want to protect your investment in finals and 
2) You want optimal RF transfer to your antenna. 


By adjusting the antenna tuner for lowest SWR, you are optimizing the 
load for best RF transfer. 
Since you have two radios, you have two different solutions.

That is correct. Xtal currents in a tube oscillator (especially if it's a 
power oscillator) can be quite large. Small, modern xtals can't handle the 
current and will self distruct in a short time. (or over heat and drift a lot) 


A potentual way around the problem is to start with a low power oscillator, 
though this may mean adding an extra stage, if your starting with an old 
tube transmitter design as a guide. 


> I've seen indications that the FT-243 rocks don't work too well in 
>transistor oscillators which use a VXO. Is it just because they don't 
>'rubber' as well? 


This is also true. FT-243's use a real fat xtal and is mechnicaly gripped 
by spring loaded metal plates in the corners. Modern xtals are very thin 


and use plated conections, so they electrically rubber more easialy. An old 
trick to pull FT-243's is to varry the tension on the xtal, by drilling and 
tapping a screw hole in the cover, and use a screw to varry the tension!

That is correct. Xtal currents in a tube oscillator (especially if it's a 
power oscillator) can be quite large. Small, modern xtals can't handle the 
current and will self distruct in a short time. (or over heat and drift a lot) 


A potentual way around the problem is to start with a low power oscillator, 
though this may mean adding an extra stage, if your starting with an old 
tube transmitter design as a guide. 


> I've seen indications that the FT-243 rocks don't work too well in 
>transistor oscillators which use a VXO. Is it just because they don't 
>'rubber' as well? 


This is also true. FT-243's use a real fat xtal and is mechnicaly gripped 
by spring loaded metal plates in the corners. Modern xtals are very thin 
and use plated conections, so they electrically rubber more easialy. An old 
trick to pull FT-243's is to varry the tension on the xtal, by drilling and 
tapping a screw hole in the cover, and use a screw to varry the tension!

Window sill antennas were manufactured by Barker and Williamson. They 
may still make them. 


Window sill antennas were written up in QST sometime around 1970. They 
include the original design and a knock off by Lou McCoy. Writing to 
the League TIS will probably get you copies of the articles for a small 
price. 


That said, there is nothing special about window sill antennas except 
maybe the mounting plate. If you can make a mounting plate you can use 
something as simple as a Hamstick and a counterpoise. Most mounting 
plates are made from bent aluminum designed to clip under the window 
when it is down. C-clamps could make an acceptable substitute. So 
could a bolt on flag holder! 


The counterpoise can be run indoors. It could either be a quarter wave 
of wire or a short piece of wire tuned by a ground tuner.

I finally had some time to experiment some more with my magnetic loop. 
As some on here suggested, the coax capacitors or the alligator clip 
might be causing the wide 2:1 SWR bandwidth. I realized that the 
bandwidth even on 10 meters was quite high too. I figured that was 
because one side of the coax capacitor is always connected to the loop. 


So I decided to get rid of the coax capacitor and then check the 2:1 SWR 
bandwidth again on ten. But alas, no change. I also changed the diameter 
of the coupling loop several times, but that didn't make a bit of 
difference either. 


That leaves me with only one part to experiment with, and that's the 
Hammarlund split stator cap. The only real thing I can change is 
soldering the stator directly to the loop, but I don't see how that 
would make a big difference. I've also been wondering if perhaps 
cleaning the capacitor would help. But how would you clean such an 
animal? And would it really make a difference?

I dug back through my archives, and found that after 20+ years, my memory 
isn't exactly correct. Here's the story. 


As a pre-Novice, a ham encouraged me to build my own Novice transmitter. 
He considered it a right of passage. He pulled out a mid-60's design that 
used a 6DQ6 sweep tube as a crystal oscillator. He even gave me some 
parts. I bought a chassis and started to build this transmitter, but for 
one reason or another, I never finished it. I really don't think I had 
the skills at the time to make it work properly, and no Elmer close 
enough to help me. As a Novice, I bought used Heathkit SB-301 and 401 
twins. 


At some point, I sold the SB-401. But, before then, I tried to build a 
QRP 40m transceiver. Something that would be at home in a dorm room. I 
build a pretty good VFO with a Colpitts FET oscillator anda 
source-follower. The next three stages were stolen from a QRP transmitter 
article. Was there a rig called the Mini-Mite? Seems like it used readily 
available Radio Shack chokes rewound as coils rather than the harder to 


find toroids. 


The receiver was a direct-conversion design, using a dual-gate MOSFET, 
followed by an op-amp active audio filter and an LM 386 amplifier. I 
never heard a peep out of the receiver. I don't know if the MOSFET was 
fried or if the op-amps were biased completely incorrectly. I've long ago 
discarded the schematic. 


The 40m transceiver also had a KOX (Key-operated switch) and a sidetone 
oscillator. 


The only pieces that really worked from this 40m QRP transceiver were the 
40m VFO (which has a neat RX shift circuit in order to get the proper 
RX/TX offset for use with a DC receiver), and the KOX / side tone. 


At some later point, I had sold the SB-401. I was still in college, and 
had little money. In the summer of 1981, I looked at merging the 
components of the 40m transceiver and my Novice transmitter. The Novice 
transmitter got simpler, being single band instead of three. 


I have the schematic for this rig. It has the two-FET VFO/buffer, 
followed by a wideband class A bipolar amplifier, a bipolar emitter 
follower, and a class AB tuned-collector bipolar amplifier stage. The KOX 
and UJT sidetone with a bipolar emitter follower. The VFO/buffer is 
mounted in a small box (just as it was in the 40m QRP transceiver). I 
designed and built a small circuit board for the KOX/SideTone/VFO 
Buffer/Amplifier. 


Now comes the non-QRP part. A 6GK6 driver goes to a 6550 tube, running 
class C. Now, most may recognise the 6550 as a audio PA tube. What's it 
doing in a 40m transmitter? 


Well, I didn't have any money, but I had gotten four of these bottles out 
of two surplus Boden PA amplifiers. I looked up the specs, and it had 
more plate disappation than the 6DQ6. Never mind the fact that it had a 
completely different internal design and gobs of interlelectrode 
capacitance. 


The rig came together OK, but the 6550 kept arcing over internally. It 
really wasn't designed to take 600+ volts at the base plate terminal. 


Eventually, I gave up on the 6550, and decide to go with a tried-and-true 
6146. I re-worked the circuit. As I remember, it worked OK, but the 

output wasn't nearly what I hoped. And, despite being grid-blocked keyed, 
no keying of the PA and two levels of buffers -- it chirped like a canary. 


For a while, I used a borrowed FT-101EE. Just after college, my friend 
asked for his rig back, and I found myself wanting to operate with no 
rig. I had the SB-301 still, and the 40m transmitter, which had since 
been cannabalised for parts (another casuality of having no money -- old 
projects feed parts to new projects). In 1985, My brother loaned me a 
DX-60 transmitter. This TX had been through a flood. Every time I opened 
it, I would pick more dried mud out of the chassis. 


I used the VFO and KOX/SideTone/Buffer/Amplifier and built them into a 
little box. This unit worked great! Since I was living in a ground-floor 
apartment, I made only a few contacts with this setup. (Four, to be 
exact) 


I still have the little box. It's missing it's power supply transformer. 
(Most likely appropriated for another project) But it looks like 
everything else is there. 


It intriges me. Perhaps it might make a good VFO / TR-switch for a simple 
glowbug or solid-state PA. Hmm....

>might be causing the wide 2:1 SWR bandwidth. I realized that the 
>bandwidth even on 10 meters was quite high too. I figured that was 
>because one side of the coax capacitor is always connected to the loop. 
> 

>So I decided to get rid of the coax capacitor and then check the 2:1 SWR 


>bandwidth again on ten. But alas, no change. I also changed the diameter 
>of the coupling loop several times, but that didn't make a bit of 
>difference either.

>That leaves me with only one part to experiment with, and that's the 
>Hammarlund split stator cap. The only real thing I can change is 
>soldering the stator directly to the loop, but I don't see how that 
>would make a big difference. I've also been wondering if perhaps 
>cleaning the capacitor would help. But how would you clean such an 
>animal? And would it really make a difference?

I've made 2 magloops and like the gamma match a lot.The first loop was 
small...about a yard in diameter, 

The second was 8 feet in diameter. In both cases the entry point to insert 

and solder in the small copper tubing for the match was about 1/8 of the 
circumference and you adjust the coax along it's length for the best match. 
You are dealing with high voltage and current so all the joints need to be 
soldered 

and joints to the capacitor are best done with braided wire (like an inch wide) 
or copper strips cut from flashing copper. 

I tuned one with some High voltage doorknob type capacitors and it worked well 
with a tight bandwidth. 

I would not even think about using alligator clips on one of these except for 
using them to locate the best feed points during testing. 

Have fun and post your findings as these antennas are really interesting.

OK, so I decided to "SPICE" up my life and try to learn a little about using 
such modelling software. Linear Technology (www.linear.com) has a SPICE 
engine called SwitcherCADIII that is freely available on their site and so I 
decided to poke around with it. 


Question: 
How do folks model a tapped air core inductor? 


I am assuming two inductors in series and then specifying some mutual 
inductance .... BUT .... what to set as the inductance of the sections? 


I have found the old ARRL formula L= (r42)*(n‘2)/(9r+101) to be very 
effective in predicting the inductance of air inductors but if you take such 
a coil and "slice it" and then compute the inductance of the two sections it 
is obviously not a linear nor additive process. So, having an entire coil of 
"known" inductance, what do you choose as the SPICE model "subcoils" when 
you put taps on that coil (as to bandspread caps)?
